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A moetlnK of the Delta SHnna Sooloty 
held on Wednesday afternoon, with 
Che president, Miss Mawdnlay, In the 
chair. The minutes of -tflve former 
meeting were read and approved, MK- 
Mawdalcy it h on announced that Mrs. 
Irwin was very kindly offering a prize 
again this- year for the best original 
entries, in the form oT poety, essaye or 
stories. No subjectif requiring researc.i i 
work should be chosen, bat rather i 
those giving scope to originality. • 

A.'i the mooting waa to take the form' 
of a Frosliroan-Kophomoro donate, the 
président announced the subject, which 
was: ' "Resolved, That there should lie 
a system of National Education for 
Canada." The affirmative was upheld 
by the Misses Murray and Kerr, of the 
First Year; and the negative by the 
MLsses McPnrtllm and Shatford, of the 
Second, 

The first speaker of the affirmative, 
Mum Murray, sold that for a oourttry 
to be prosperous it must have national 
Ideals and purpose In common. Every 
one must work together towards the 
same end. The best system of educa- 
tion Is to unite the country unde.' 
federal control, allowing for local con • 
dltlona. The need for state control la 
shown by the lack of edocafblon in the 
Province of Quebec. This look would 
be eliminated tf there were one stand- 
aid enforced by the State and which 
everyone must koop to. In tho Western 
States, from forty to fifty per cent, of 
the people are foreigners, while In U.c. 
OCty at Montreal one person out of 
every seven Is foreign born. Theso 
people are often indKferent to Canada's 
progress and development, Theso 
people must be made loyal oitlzcns, a>d 
this can be acoompllahed most effectu- 
ally by educating the children to be 
good Canadians. Tlvv contact brougV. 
about by tho National Education sys- 
tem, solves the problem of .racial dif- 
ferences, and, if carried out. Nations! 
Education would bo one of the greatest 
bulwarks of the Empire. 

Miss McPartUn, the first speaker of 
the negative, began by refuting some of 
her opponent's arguments. Miss Me- 
Pantlln said It was not at all certain 
that foreign children would become. 
Canadian citizens of the first ran': 
merely becaufce they had lived under a 
system of National Education, This 
system was tried out In Ireland and 
found to be sadly lacking. The raont 
progressive county — Ulster^ — was tied 
down and lis development retarded 
through having to suits its pace to 
that of the other counties. Education, 
the speaker said, was as yet an experi- 
ment and not a science. If the national 
system were put Into force now, *duca 
Hon would have 1o remain as it Is,

Representatives from most of Uio 
Canadian Universities met in Ottawa 
during the week of November 3rd to 
November 10th, for the purpose of 
procuring help for returned soldier 
students, and formed themselves into 
a temporary committee in order that 
there should be one aim and policy, 
without any overlapping.

During the week almost every mem- 
ber of the House of Commons was lob- 
bied with a view to getting support 
for the cause. At first there was very 
little sympathy and some opositlon on 
tbe part of the members, but after ; 
discussion of the cage and presenta- 
tion of facts, many were won to our 
side. 

On Wednesday, October 31st, tho 
report of the Special Committee on 
the D.aC.R. was laid on the table of 
the House, and the following motion 
presented by the Hon, Mr. Calder: 

"That the Report of the Special 
Committee be received and that the ! 
expenditure' recommended therein be 
commended to the consideration of the 
Government" 

In speaking to the motion, Mr. Cal- 
der made the following statement: — 
'We came to the conclusion that we 
could not recommend to Parliament 
grants and loons for any particular 
classes among the returned men." 

He also expressed a desire to have 
tho matter threshed out in the House, 
so that the Government might come 
to a decision, on some of the sugges- 
tions made to the Special Committee. 
Regarding a further cash grant, he 
said, the Government was decided that 
if such were to.be made, another ad- 
ministration would have to carry on 
the work. 

On November 6th, Major Andrews, 
of Winnipeg, moved an amendment to 
the effect that the committee should 
be instructed ' to change their report 
and adopt the plan of. the O.W.V.A., 
which Included assistance to students. 
At this stage, nearly every member we 
approached seemed unable to get away

Some Reasons Why 

There will be no play-off between McGill and M.A.A.A. for 
the Intcr-Provincial Football Championship. This is the final 
utterance and comes direct from the respective heads of the clubs 
concerned. 

;,It is rather regrettable that there should have .been a misun- 
derstanding in this connection. We have every reason to believe 
that both teams were in absolutely good faith in the matter and are 
equally innocent of any guilt as to the creation of the exceedingly 
awkward situation which has now been cleared atpi • 1 . In\ fact the 
responsibility for such misunderstanding lies wholly and solely 
with certain newspapers which have given prominence to misre- 
presentations. 

Naturally a play-off between the winners of the respective 
leagues has been long looked forward to and the public cannot be 
expected to fully appreciate the considerations which thjr .teams 
feel stand in the way of such a contest. 

M.A.A.A. has been out of training for two weeks and could 
not possibly present a complete line-up. They arc faced with 
considerations which of themselves constitute a very real reason 
for abandoning the idea of a play-off. As for McGill, the academic 
cession is already far advanced and the University authorities who 
have granted special concessions to men participating in intcr-col- 
legiatc football, are not disposed to favor any unnecessary prolon- 
gation of the season. 

In addition to these considerations, which arc peculiar to the 
respective teams, there arc certain objections to a play-off which 
arc common to both clubs. In the first place there is a disposition 
On the part of both to regard the recently published newspaper talk 
as an attempt to force them into a game against their own better 
judgment. Further there is the certainty of unfavorable weather 
and the probability of there feeing a frozen field meaning of course 
injuries to the players which in the circumstances could not be 
justified. Further the fact that neither team could line up-at full 
strength deprives such a game of the only object which would be 
it- justification, namely that of deciding which is the better team. 

Apart from the exceptionally loud mouthed reporter who pos- 
sesses the unhappy faculty of getting things twisted, wc have little 
doubt that consideration of the situation will convince the public 

that the decision of the clubs in this matter was well founded.

What are the function! of a college 
newspaper? Probably there are only 
a few of uk who would ever think to 
ask that question and jet how many 
could really answer it Intelligently 
without a accond thought? A daily 
or weekly news Bhect la an accepted 
thing in our college life those days, 
just as a cup of coffee in an accepted 
thing for breakfast, and few of us give 
either one very much serious thought, 
until, by some untoward circumstance, 
it in rendered conspicuous by Ub ab- 
sence. Kvery really important thing 
in our lives partakes of that quality 
anyway, and the most vital are often 
the most highly scorned. 

It ts for these reasons that it is dif- 
ficult for one to define adequately !ho 
functions of a collego newspaper un- 
less one tries to imagine for a moment 
what his academic life would be with- 
out the periodic appearance of that 
much vilified organ. The college 
daiy is not solely a mere sordid dis- 
penser of Information; the university 
bulletin board would adequately per- 
form that duly. It Is not a vehicle for 
the expression of the private and ephe- 
jmcral mental lésion» of Its cditora. 
It is not a^liabolical Institution con- 
ceived by a few wily business men to 
bleed tho unsuspecting Freshman of 
his precious pocket money. The col- 
lego paper is not any of these repre- 
hensible things, though it has been In- 
dicted as such, timo out of mind. Let 
us think Just a moment, and try to 
discover what It really Is. 

In the first place tho college paper 
is, or should be, the most truly repre- 
sentative institution In tho college. 
It should be representative of public 
opinion among undergraduates; It 
should bo representative of the spirit 
and Ideals of tho college, undergradu- 
ates, alumni and faculty. It should 
Beek to reflect so far as possible tho 
best among the various elements of 
which the college is coraposod, because, 
to a greater degreo than most of us 
realize, the judgment of the college 
by tho outside world Is based upon 
the picture given to them through the 
columns of the collego paper. 

There is no question of taking up 
the gauntlet in political controver 
sles, for in a healthy collego existence 
there is no place for politics. For this 
reason the college newspaper should 
keep Its hands clean of all partisan 
Issues except where there is an ob- 
vious evil to combat. 'The average 
college community is perhaps as cos- 
mopolitan a group aB can well ne 
found anywhere under heaven, and for 
this reason 'it Is patent that the natu- 
ral Interests of the individual members 
of the undergraduate body arc as 
widely separated as East from Wear.. I

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BERLUTEBS OS ESGLASB. 

The Times of London recently pub- 
lished the following communication 
from Its Berlin correspondent: — 

"In a further' article on England and 
English thought the German (HzeUe 
describes the CelUc character as be- 
ing typified by fanclfulness, sprlghtlt- 
ness, and musical talent, mixed with 
a cortaln amount of untrustworthl- 
ness and malice; the Anglo-Saxon as 
being stay-at-home and middle class; 
the Norman as conquering, pugna- 
cious, aristocratic Lloyd George, 
Asquith and Churchill are named as 
typical representatives of the three 
categories. 

"It may be said that the broad mass 
of English people la Anglo-Saxon. . . . 
Its distinctive features are sobriety, 
integrity, tenacity, and love of free- 
dom, all qualities whereon the main 
strength, of the English national char- 
acter is based. Such attributes as 
these have enabled the Englishman 
to win and to retain his numerous 
colonies, to keep his life free from im- 
morality and decay longer than most 
other white races, and finally to build 
up a state which other nations habitu- 
ally regard— and for over 10l> years 
have regarded — as the local product 
of I history and the quintessence of 
a people. 

•'Germans will find here most im 
portant material for comparison*, tor 
the qualities mentioned are Lower 
Saxon, and, therefore, German ones. 
Should we want to learn how glorious 
gifts should bo guarded and cherished, 
we have In tho Anglo-Saxon typo an 
example that will help us to find our 
true selves again, to find, what are 
generally called . the virtues of our 
ancestors— only a feeble copy of which 
existed in tho superficial decades bo- 
fore tho war, and exista in the Insane 
materialism and inordinate love,. of 
pleasure at the present time. 

"Anyone who knows the England of 
to-day, and is able to distinguish be- 
tween the large cities and tho country, 
will find in the former the same reek- 
lens, suporflo(al standpoint of Kultur,

The four most Important pomta are 
Uie degree of the zodiac whloh Is sSUl 
at its zenith, the degree of the zodiac 
rising, the degree at the nadir (the 
lowest point), the degree ectblag. The 
portion between the rising degree an'i 
the degree at the nadir is divided *.*-> 
three portions, numbered the 1st, '.'nd 
and Jrd houses. ■ From the nadir to

and sixth houses. Front the degree 
setting to the zenith axe the seventh, 
eighth nod ninth. From the zenith, 
known as the M.C. (Medium Coe.l> to 
the rising degree known as the Ascend- 
ant are the tenth, eleventh and twelfth 
houses.

Tivo Modlcal Officer of HeaMh for 
Liverpool, Eng., (reporta Hhoit 13,888 
rats were coaight In that city during 
the year 1914, while lit is estimated 
that the number of rats there Is at 
least 1,000,000.

One authority estimates the loss to 
fo.rmers alone Vn tlrat country at 
$75,000 per day.' In the UnJUxI States,

Wo immediately approached Mr. 
Calder, who asked us the following 
question: — 

If the Government made an arrange- 
ment with the banks whereby tho Uni- 
versities could borrow the money to 
loan soldier students, would the need 
be provided for? 

Wo agreed that it would. Mean- 
while Ibe debate in the House con- 
tinued and numerous references were 
made to the fact that education had 
not been provided for In the report 

On Friday, November 7tU, Mr. Cal- 
der spoke again to the effect that in 
view of the discussion in the Houso 
the Government was prepared to carry 
out the recommendation contained in 
the report, and also further measures 
of re-establishment mentioning Uni- 
versity education as an instance. 

Major Andrews then withdrew his 
motion and the Hon. Mr. .Mackenzie 
IClng moved another amendment to 
have tho report referred back to Com- 
mittee for further consideration. A 
vote was taken and the amendment 
lost. 

Another interview was obtained 
with Mr. Calder, and he suggested that 
In view of tho reeling in the House, 
the Government would help us direct 
and not through the Universities. 

The matter was now in the hands 
of the Cabinet and as far as our work 
In tho House of Commons was con- 
cerned nothing further could be done. 

Tho aBove is an outline of the re- 
port as delivered by D. It. Learoyd, 
the delegate who represented McGill 
returned men at Ottawa, and It ex- 
plains the position as it exists at tho 
present time. . 

' Further efforts on behalf of neeJy 
students arc being considered by the 
Executive of tho Returned Undcrgrads 
Association of McGill, and it is hoped 
that all returned men. will give their 
assistance and support.

(Continued Prom 1'at.e 1) 
ity. Uniformity Is -the adhering to one 
plan, while unity Is used of tlie quail- 
ties of ihe heart and mind. AVould 
tlrls system of NntiOnal Education bring 
trp Canadian Canadians? Compulsory 
education would be set lwtek by national 
control. Many'promlncjtt Roman Cath- 
olics ndvocato- compulsory education 
as long as, this education Is'nOt wholly 
secular. On tho other band, If tiio 
schools wore run • by the Slate, und, 
consequently, were secular, the Cath- 
olics would strongly oppose tho move- 
ment. - The schools nré not the only 
nation builders. We have a'teo two 
other great influences — tho Churct 
and the Pr«*s. if .the national system 
were adopted, much wrangling wouid 
ensue between these two powers, and 
the atmosphere created would be in- 
jurious, causing ill-feoHng amongst -me 
scholars. Then wo have the grca: 
question ; of religion, which mu«t lu 
considered lh conncotlon wKh 
national system. Religion would have 
to Ito otinUnntcd entirely from tiio 
schools, nnd the study of tho Bible, both 
as the revealed will of God and as n 
literary work, would have to be omitted. 
As the presont prepares us for the 
future, we aro brought to wonder If I» 
would be desirable to have all our 
citizens moulded similarly, on u narrow 
uniform system? Also, would It bo at 
all possible to establish a Naitlonal 
Education for provinces so widely dif- 
fering. Language and religion must be 
reckoned wlih. If the Rrlttah govern- 
ment wero obliged to -force this system 
of education on Canada, would wo not 
be tho first to realize that our. govern- 
ment was autocratic and .self- assertive, 
the German government has besn.

may seem. Teachers have only a bare ' 
outline of the work to be done. The- ! 
details, such as what text books shell 
bo used, etc., are arranged by tl:e 
toaçhers. There has been in the Frcwii 
literuuire before the war h marked 
-■drain of agnosticism. This Is porbails 
due to the wnall place religion occupies 
in the schools. Federal control of 
schools In not desirable. Tho govern- 
ment has much on Us hands already, 
including the Grand Trunk Hallway! 
Education would become the subject uf 
parlb.in disputes, and changes In edu- 
cation would follow each change of 
party. Moreover, a centralized admin- 
istration could not be. applied to educn-' 
tlon. which Is a delicate niaMeri 'do- 
inanding consideration of many •factors- 
Ry the British Xnrlh. America Act, eaen 
province is forbidden to do away with 
separate schools. ( Canada has beer, 
promised her separate schools, and ^he 
government of Great Britain would not 
be justified In establishing National 
Education.. .Vtt far as hotter educt- 
tlor.al results are concerned, most of 
Ihe proposed reforms could- be carried; 
out under the present system, and a 
certain standard of perfection Is re- 
quired of our government schools at 
the presont time. Many peonlo elaim 
that if the teachers In our schools were 
God- fearing men our pupils would feel 
tholr high jnfliitmco. Unfortunately, 
children are not sufficiently susceptive. 
for this, nad the influence has to be 
forcibly administered. The national 
system of education would not have, the 
support of the people, for we have mure 
than ample proof that the Provinco of 
Quebec would nover accept secular 
schools. Good-will and harmony should 
not be sacrif'ieod to the theories of edu- 
cational wr-ltors. The plan of educa- 
tional uniformity is Nko that of the 
Socialists who wish to divide the earl t 
Inlo IoIb of a cortain number of acios 
for each man, Difference of raco must 
bo considered. Ixjt us fit the pattern 
to the Individual nnd not tho Individual 
to the pattern. 

Miss Murray, in her rebuttal, stat 
that tho United Sta^s has one la 
systeim of education -for the. whole 
country which oach sta.to carries out In 
a smaller fomi. Religion, of course, fa 
always o burning question. In these 
days progress nnd advancement depend 
upon, unity and toleration. Surely the 
educational problem is sufficiently 
great io merit the government's atten- 
tion, . 'id there i« no better time t • ad- 
just thein than now.
